 Karla Shafer, Program Manager for the Polk County Senior Services, presented a lease 

for additional office space for the program in a portion of the building previously occupied by 

Overland Sand and Gravel and currently owned by STR, LLC.  Before taking any action on the 

lease, the Board would like County Attorney Colling to review the document.  Action was tabled 

until the next meeting of the Board. 

 

 Highway Supt. Theis updated the Board on the work being done in the Highway Dept.    

All equipment was back in working order and the salt/gravel mixture was applied to the black 

top roads last week.  Precipitation from last week’s storm did cause the water level in Clear 

Creek to rise and the water did go over the road in a few locations.  There were a few snow drifts 

in the rural areas from the storm as well.  The permit from the Army Corps of Engineers has 

been received for the culvert project on Center Road.  Polk County Rural Public Power will be 

doing some tree trimming and removal work on 129th Road from A Blvd to D Road and the Polk 

County Road Dept. will provide assistance. 

 

 There being no further business, the Board adjourned at 11:20 a.m. to meet again on 

January 15th and 22nd, 2019.  An agenda of the meetings will be available at the office of the
